IN this, tho tenth iinmial issue uf “ Royal Ai^adeiny I’ictnros,” is reflected as iaithlully 
as such a work can do it tlie best that is to be seen in paint in" and sculpture at the 
gr<!at Sj)ring exhibition at Rurlingtou llous((. A few — a very few — of tho leading 
works arc not hen? included, owing (iither to insurniountable considerations of copy- 
right or to disinclination on the part ot the artists themselves; but tho great 
majority of tho most sucoessful works may Ikto be studied, alike as to subject, composition, 
and treatuiont, and a fairly accurate idea may be formed of the character and cpiality of 
tho year’s effort in the two leading sections of the Fine Arts. 

The n»ost significant conclusion to which the thoughtful critic is driven by such an examina- 
tion is that English painters once more assert their independence, net entimly of foreign influ- 
ence perhaps, but of mere imitation of foreign methods and of foreign aspect. If tho map of 
Europe bo divided fairly into ^Vest and East, all that half lying to the West, save Britain alone. 

is or till quite lately has been — so aksolutoly subject in matters of art to tho dominion of 

Eraiuio that it is often diflicult to know Avhethor the pictures there wrought are not iho production 
of Fronchmou born. That Art is of no country we all recognise : but national f«)oling is a prime 
factor in every sincere manifestation of it, atul to j)aint "with a French acajcnt. ” — adopting tho 
(tallic point of view as well as Clallic tetdmique — is flatU*ring neither to the paint<‘r’s own 
individuality nor to the Frenchmen whoiti he copie.s. F'renohmcn will only regard as rivals and 
competitors men who aspire to Iw equals, not mere servile imitators. 

In two of the principal pictures of tho year in tho Royal Academy wo see how French in- 
fluence has been assimilated rather than blindly accepted. Yet Mr. Sargent in his brilliant 
portrait group of “ Mrs. Carl Mayer and ('hildren,” and Mr. Waterhouse in his exquisite " Hylas 
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and the Nyinplis,” romain, tlio first an American and tlio sccntul an Enpflisliinan. N(* one could 
mistake! either picture as a French production. Again, the works of Sir (xeorge Reid — a portrait 
of the very highest class — of Mr. Abbey, Mr. Watts, Mr. E. .1. Gregory, Mr. Napier Heniy, Mr. J)avis, 
-Mr. PVank Dhtksee, Mr. Horkomor, and others of the front rank, are stamped with the personality 
of their painters : such of these men os have studied in Paris did not sell their birthright there 
when they sought, education in the schools of France and breathed the gracious at,mosphere 
of her artistic g«!nius. • 

The general belief that the present is an “Outsidor.s’ Academy” is hardly one that can fairly be 
sustained. It is uucpiostionably true that many fine works conjo from non-mombors to strengthen 
what is an unusually limited cfmtribution from the Acadomic.ians themselves; but a careful 
survey of the exhibition proves that the most notable pictiire.s, and sculptures too, arc produced 
by the members as of yore. At the same time it is pleasant to .see the vigour of the younger 
men, whose views on the mi.ssion and the tcclmiquo of art colour the Acarlemy with a lirirdy 
established, (•h!ar, tone of reform. The general level f)f the Outsiders is st'ou to b(! higher than ever; 
anil tho.so of the Irdnt rank make sturdy effort to render themselviis worthy of taking their rightful 
])lace when Time shall .sninnuu;! them to assume the main burden of sustaining the credit of llritish 
art. Li portraiture and j^indscape, in figure- and subject-painting, and in animal-painting, too, names 
little known to the public at large have started into prominence. The insight of Mr. Harold Speed, 
(he feeling for colour aud light of ;Mr. Swanwick, the extraordinary jiower of drawing and vigour 
of thought (if expressed as yet with a little too much emphasis) of Mr. Ryam Shaw, the incisive 
grace of Mr. Spencer Watson, and the swift ob.servation and facility of realisation of animal-form 
and animal-expression (to say nothing of natural gift for grouping) of Miss bucy Kemp-Welch — 
these surely justify the opinion that among the younger generation of rising painters are per- 
sonalities of singidar ability and of high promi.se. 

Not less of interest is to bo found in the .section of .Sculpture; but hero no new talent forces 
itsell’ ujion notice. 'I’he fine portraiture of Mr. Rrock and Mr. Onslow J''ord, who.so decorative 
work is as brilliant lus his busts of distinguished men ; the original statuary in bronze and 
marble mixed of Mr. Framjiton ; the delicate reliefs of Mr. Hamo Thornycroft; and the imaginative 
design and gracefvd execution of Mr. Rcynolds-Stephens, arc among the works of a section wliiidx 
is dominated by the superb ewer and di.sh of Mr. Alfred Gilbert- a masterpiece of the silver- 
smith’s art. Mr. Gilbiirt, Mr. 'riiornycroft, Mr. Armstead, and Mr. Brock are the living founders 
of England’s oxcollenco in sculpture- — a school of singular beauty and accomplishment, which may 
bo .said to have taken its ri.se within the recollection of men who are not yet. old. 

A woril may appro])riatoly be accorded to the method by which these works are heri! repro- 
duced. This “ tone-process ” has made strides so great within the la.st few years that evim t.hosc 
who have liked it least have become reconciled, if not to its drawbacks, at least to its merits. Jt 
is necc.ssary only to compare this issue with that of two or thriio years ago to appreciate the 
advance that has been made, not only in delicacy of texture, but iii accuracy of tone and detail ; 
.so much so, indeed, has this been recogiased by the artists themselves, that many of them 
s^'stematically decline to allow their works to be reproduced by any other method. But in its 
more artistic, ipiality which it now aehieve.s, the pro<!e.ss is often blamed with the foggine.s.s, 
blotclunes.s, and other faults, which are, indeed, but the truthful representation of the peculiar 
teehniijue of the original ])icture. 

So mu(!h, indceil, must bo .said on behalf of “Royal Academy Pictures, lSfi7,” which aims at 
setting before the pidxlic the general aspect of the better part of the Royal Academy exhibition. 
Uow far it has succeeded it must be for the }mblic finally to pronounce.
